cavitulated. With minnows in the 
bucket, and fly rods set up, we 
outboarded to the edge of one of 
the numerous weed beds that dot 
the lake, anchored over the edge 
as Doc VanVleck had instructed, 
and drifted with the wind out 
into about 25 feet of water. 

It wasn’t 10 minutes until small 
mouth began to feed. Before you 
could get one line up, another 
man in the boat would be fast to 
a battler, which, finding himself 
hooked, shot directly toward the 
sky and, more often than not, 
succeeded in shaking off the 
hook. 

Six bass, all over two pounds, 
came to net before the morning 
was over, as did two great north- 
ern pike, one eight and a half 
pounds. In connection with the 
latter there is quite a yarn. 

The pike was hooked in 25 feet 
of water by Carl Maier, NEA 
artist, who was fishing with a 
hollow | steel fly rod. Scarcely 
had the minnow been lowered 
when the fish hit and, from the 
antics of the rod, you could tell 
that it was a pike. 

Back and forth the fish went, 
beneath the boat and out. After 
10 minutes he came to the top, 
thrashed around for a while, and 
quietly was led to the net, 

Snapped on a stringer, he re- 
mained quiet for a time, then, 
with strength partly return- 
ed. he cut up quite a ruckus. 
Little attention was paid to him 
until, all at once, it was noticed 
he had broken the snap to which 
he was attached and was floating 
belly upward, thoroughly ex- 
hausted, five feet from the boat.

SEN WRITES FROM SWEDEN. 


The following interesting 
letter was received by Miss 
Ingeborg Hanson from Miss 
Margrethe Hemmingsen, the Jat- 
ter who is enjoying her European 
trip evidently very much: 

Stockholm, Sweden 
Dear Ingeborg: 

Well, here we are, Robert and 
I. We left Mrs. Boeson in Aal- 
borg after attending the Fourth 
of July celebration. We were 
there the 4th, 5th and 6th. Mrs. 
Boeson went to Aarhuus. We 
went by rail to Frederickshavn 
and then by boat to Gothenberg, 
Sweden, then by rail to Oslo, 
Norway. Spent 1% days there. 
Then by rail across Norway and 
Sweden to Stockholm. We have 
been on two bus sightseeing 
trips and tomorrow we are going 
on a boat trip. This morning we 
went to an English church— 
Episcopalian. We decided to 
stay at the hotel and write some 
letters this evening. The days 
are long here; we have had won- 
derful weather all the time. The 
natives both here and in Den- 
mark seemed to think that it 
was awfully hot 

Weare going back to Denmark 
by way of the “Gotto Canal” one 
of the favorite trips of all tour- 
ists. 

We have seen many beautiful 
signts. Nature here is wonder- 
ful, and the people seem to ap- 
preciate it much more than we 
do in America. It seems to me 
that the outlay of Denmark is 
much as it is around TUDE: 
but every inch of ground is util- 
ized. I can’t describe to you the 
abundance of roses. Roses, roses 
everywhere. In Norway, not so 
much landseaping. There nature 
itself reigns. Rocks upon rocks 
and large tracts of timber. The 
fjords are full of log rafts. That, 
as well as Sweden is a sawmill 
country. The lumber yards we 
used to have in Grayling are 
babies compared to these. The 
trees don’t seem to be so large 
but very tall. This, they say, is 
due to the rocky substance upon 
which they grow. 

Sweden is rich in natural re- 
sources. We went thru the City 
Hall yesterday. It was built in 
1924 and is very beautiful. Swed- 
ish materials were used as much 
as possible—Swedish birch, oak, 
marble, both black and gy 
granite. The floor in the ~ 
room is of black mosaic marble; 
the pillars in one of the halls are 
of black granite. Today we visit- 
ed an old palace and the old 
King's Theatre. This is no more 
in use except upon visits of the 
nobility or if an international 
meeting of some kind is held. 

Haven’t said anything about 
Denmark, but T’ll tell you about 
it when I get home. Nothing 
antiquated about Copenhagen; 
they certainly are up to date in- 
every way. When there, I 
hardly believe I am so far from 
home. i 

Robert and I are beginning to 
count the days till we are home- 
ward bound, just as we did be- 
fore we left America.
